An attempt to obtain a larger wheat allotment for 1939 in Ohio 
was being made today by Earl H. Hanefeld, state director of agricul­ 
ture, following conferences with federal A. A. A. authorities Monday. 
Hanefeld pointed out that the reduction agreed on for Ohio was 
too drastic. 
Under the 1939 plan the state will be permitted to plant 
only 1,654,000 acres, a reduction of 31.6 percent from the 1928-37 
average. Hanefeld contends that because the farms of the state are 
smaller than in many other wheat producing states a hardship will be

announced plana today for a 1939

Price adjustment payments on 
com, wheat, cotton, rice and to­ 
bacco—if 1938-1939 crop year pric­ 
es are below 75 percent of parity 
—will add $212,000,000 to govern­ 
ment benefit payments. 
Officials 
estimated the

the 1939 
program thus would aggregate be­ 
tween $750,000,000 and 
$1,000,- 
000,000. 
This will include an estimated 
$450,000,000 in soil conservation 
benefit 
payments; 
$212,000,000 
in 
price-adjustment 
payments; 
$75,000,000 to $100,000,000 in sur­ 
plus commodities removal; $50,- 
000,000 in direct aid and an un­ 
determined amount in administra­ 
tion and the 
financing 
of crop 
loans. 
No Changes Advised 
Secretary of Agriculture Henry 
A. Wallace 
announced 
that the 
new program would be mapped 
along virtually the same lines aa 
this year. His announcement came 
after IOO farmer-representatives 
meeting here with AAA officials 
recommended that the 1939 pro­ 
gram “should not be changed ma­ 
terially." 
AAA Administrator H. R. Tolley 
said however that the new program 
took into account the mounting 
surpluses of farm products and

Mem 
hers of the Brotherhood of R ail­ 
road Trainm en, tho Order of R ail­ 
road T elegraphers and the B roth­ 
erhood of Enginem en and Firem en, 
which claim the rem ainder, sup 
ported 
the 
strike 
unanim ously. 
The brotherhoods are not affiliat­ 
ed with the A. F. of L. 
The strike was carried out in an 
orderly m anner. 
Motormen and 
conductors left their trains on a r­ 
rival a t term inals. 
Two hours a f­ 
ter the vote, ail trains had been 
brought to a standstill. 
Towns N ot Isolated 
The strike suspended all elec 
trie railw ay service between Chi 
cago and M ilwaukee, closed down 
street cars and buses operated by 
the 
com pany in N orth Chicago 
and W aukegan, and left all of 
Chicago’s N orth Shore suburbs 
W ilm ette, 
Glencoe, 
W innetka 
W aukegan, Kenilw orth. Lake F o r­ 
est, Lake Bluff, and other sm aller 
ones — w ithout electric service. 
However, the com m unities were 
not isolated. 
The Chicago and N orthw estern 
railroad operates parallel to the 
N orth Shore track s as far as Mil­ 
waukee and officials of the road 
im m ediately 
ordered 
schedules 
speeded up to handle an overflow. 
The strike was not expected to in­ 
convenience suburbanites serious­ 
ly, but appeared certain to disrupt 
travel between N orth Chicago and 
W aukegan as the com pany oper­ 
ates the only surface line between 
the com munities. 
A. A. Sprague, receiver for the 
N orth Shore company, said no a t­ 
tem pt would be made to continue 
operations. 
The controversy has no connec­

Recent Advances Made In X-Ray Profession 


Bv I OGAN CLENDENING, 51. D. 
WHEN THE X-RAY was first 
announced 33 years ago, It was no 
wonder that few people could grasp 
Us significance. 
Some thought it 
would never be useful for anything. 
Some flatly disbelieved In the Idea 
of a kind of ray which would pene­ 
trate otherwise opaque material. 
Then it became evident that it 
was very useful in the surgery of 
bone, and in the diagnosis not only 
of fractures and dislocations, but 
of every kind of disease of bones. 
It was never thought that it 
could be useful in the diagnosis of

lisease of the soft tissues because 
these threw no shadow on the 
X-ray plate. 
But before long Dr. 
Cannon of Harvard showed that 
the powdery looking white salts of 
such m etals as bismuth and barium 
could be made up into a sort of 
milk shake, and when swallowed 
would outline the stomach and in­ 
testines. 
Here was a new field for 
the X-ray, quickly followed by the 
findings 
that 
improvements 
in 
X-ray apparatus would allow the 
outline of the heart and the great 
arteries of the chest to be seen. 
Also the lungs were so clearly seen 
that even very small areas of dis­ 
eased tissue could be made out. In 
this way, the diagnosis of tubercu­ 
losis has become very much more 
accurate and can often be made 
earlier than previously. 
W ent Still F urther 
Here, one would have thought, 
the radiologist would have been 
content to stop, but no, he went 
on to other fields to conquer. 
Dis­ 
eases of the gall-bladder, while 
common enough, were known to be 


difficult to recognize In all stages 
—and 
gallstones, 
unlike 
other 
stones, do not throw a shadow on 
the X-ray plate as a rule. 
But Dr 
E varts Graham of St. Louis de 
vised a special chemical form of 
dye that is concentrated by the 
bile, and with this a normal gall­ 
bladder can be distinguished from 
a diseased one and gallstones out­ 
lined, etc. 
Even more rem arkable was the 
introduction of a substance known 
as thorotrast. 
This has the re­ 
markable quality, when It is in­ 
jected into the body, of attaching 
itself to certain cells, known as the 
reticulo-endothelial cells. 
It forms 
a loose chemical combination with 
them and casts 
a dense 
black 
shadow on the X-ray plate. 
Since 
the 
reticulo-endothelial 
cells are distributed in abundance 
to certain organs—spleen, 
liver, 
bone m arrow —and hardly at all to 
others—kidneys for instance—we 
have a way of outlining the size 
and shape of these organs with an 
accuracy that could be obtained no 
other way. 
Besides that, the reticulo-endo­ 
thelial cells exist alm ost entirely in 
normal tissue and not at all in dis­ 
eased tissue, so diseased tissue will 
be seen as punched out areas on 
such X-ray plates. 
Even more recent are dyes which 
outline the heart valves and vessels 
of the lungs, of which mention was 
made here a week or so ago.
